County of Oxford Land Division Committee advised that an application 
for Consent and Minor Variance permission for Part of Lots 11 and 12, 
Concession 2 (former Blandford) for Mr. Gordon Aspden. 

Mr. Peter VanBoekel requested the repair and improvement of the 
Elliott Branch of the Trout Creek Drain. 

Hewson and Thompson, Solicitors, requested Council to issue a building 
permit for Lot 23, Concession 2 (former Blenheim) on the North Side of 
Township Road #2 for Gary deBlock.

Bell Canada enclosed a statement in the amount of $70,976.30, Gross 
Receipts payable to the Township in 1984, an increase of $5,878.20 over 
the 1983 amount paid by Bell. 

Ontario Municipal Board appointed Monday, April 16th, 1984 at 2:00 
p.m. at the Court House in Woodstock to hear an appeal by Harley Buck from 
a decision of the County of Oxford Land Division Committee. 

County of Oxford advised that they have no objection to the proposed 
closing of portions of Hughes Street and all of Bank Street according 
to Registered Plan No. 163 (Ratho) and the proposed closing of an unopened 
road allowance in Lot 9, between Concessions 7 and 8 (former Blenheim). 

Canada Mortgage and Housing Corporation acknowledged receipt of 
Council's letter requesting participation in their Residential Rehabilitation 
Assistance Program (RRAP) , and advised that at the present time their 
funds are limited to their existing designated areas, however, when 
additional funds are available the municipality will be contacted. 

Robert Nixon, M.P.P. acknowledged receipt of Council's resolution 
regarding tobacco tax, and enclosed various copies of his addresses to 
the legislature for Council's information. 

Council supported a Notice of Motion from the County of Oxford 
concerning garbage and recommended that the County have total responsibility 
for collection and disposal of solid waste starting in 1985. 

Council received a letter dated March 17, 1984 from concerned 
merchants in Drumbo objecting to the proposed change in parking in the 
Drumbo business core in conjunction with the plan for rebuilding Wilmot 
Street. 

County of Oxford, Public Works Committee enclosed information for 
Council's consideration on the Class Environmental Assessment for 
Municipal Roads Projects and the potential impact on all municipalities 
considering road and bridge construction. 

Ministry of the Attorney General provided more information to Council 
concerning the efforts of the Ministry to reduce the number of injuries 
and deaths caused by impaired driving. 

Margaret Birch, M.P.P. , Parliamentary Assistant to Premier William 
Davis, advised that the Province would like to honour 1,984 people in 1984 
for their volunteerism and community service by awarding them the 
Bicentennial medal. The Province requested Council to advise them of 
three nominations from Blandford-Blenheim. Council will consider the 
matter at a subsequent meeting. 
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Grand River Conservation Authority granted permission to the 
municipality to replace a structurally deficient bridge over the 
Alder Creek in Lot 4, Concession 14 (former Blenheim). 

Mr. W. Varley, Manager of Bell Canada in Woodstock outlined in 
a letter to Council dated March 2, 1984 the operations of the various 
telephone exchanges in the Township. Many factors are possible to cause 
the equipment not to function properly, eg. the method in which the 
network is configured, the age and type of equipment in-service in the 
particular switching centre, and the telephone numbers which can be 
dialled from the exchange without incurring a long distance charge.

Fire Chief Allen Kipp presented the 1984 Fire Department Budget to Council. 
A request was presented for a 5% increase to all salaries and wages for the 
fire department personnel. Council agreed to enact a resolution at a subsequent 
meeting to establish the 1984 rates. A request was made concerning the 
attendance of fire department personnel at C.P.R. training courses and who 
would "pay the cost.

Mr. Kenn Smart outlined the contents of his reports - 
#1 - Barker Drain, 1984 - dated July 20th, 1984

Mayor Ross Livingston gave any person in attendance a chance to address 
Council or the Engineer with respect to the two Drainage Reports. 

BARKER DRAIN : 

The following persons questioned the Barker Drain Report: 

Alex Keresturi, representing Sprucehill Farming Limited, Burford Township - 
questioned the depth of the ponds. Mr. Smart gave the depths according to 
his plan and profile. 

Norm Church - questioned the road crossing design at Township Road 2. 

Robert Shellard - tenant of Mrs. Marion Sheridan's property in Burford 
Township - questioned the Engineer, if he had investigated the outlet beyond 
the extent of this report in Burford Township. K. Smart advised that any 
improvements to the Drainage systems down stream to his reports would be 
improved at the discretion of Burford Township Council through their engineers. 

Mrs. Marion Sheridan, Burford Township - questioned why there were no 
improvements to the Barker Drain in Burford Township. The Holt Drain in 
Burford Township is being improved through the South Princeton Drainage Works 
report. Kenn Smart advised that the Township of Burford has a petition 
on the Barker Drain in Burford Township and any improvements would be made 
through a future report. 

John Courtney - questioned the pond costs for the Barker Drain versus 
carrying the water through a large drain. 

Harry Wright - questioned how notices were sent out for the initial 
meetings of the Barker Drain and advised that he was missed on the first 
meeting notice. 

Mrs. Dyce Williamson - questioned the maintenance costs for the drain and 
also what effect the proposed alignment of Highway No. 2 to accomodate Highway 
No. 403 traffic would have on the Drainage Works. 

Mrs. Bereniece Collie - questioned the elevation of their property. She 
advised that she did not feel their water drained into the Barker Drain. 

SOUTH PRINCETON 'DRAINAGE WORKS 

Allan Masson - questioned the petition format - 1. was it to investigate 
the drainage costs, or 2. to build a drain? 

- questioned tree root damage along the proposed drain route. 

- questioned sidewalk removal and if same would be replaced. 

- questioned his basement elevation since he designed his home around the 
available drainage in the area at the time of construction. 

- questioned if the Park drains that are encountered, if they will be 
connected . 

- questioned where the drain outlet would be with respect to his property. 

- questioned if grants were available for the drainage project. 
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A general discussion was held on the interception of private drains. 
The Engineer advised that all private drains intercepted would be hooked 
up provided there was no sewage visible in the private drain. There also 
was a discussion of the differences between natural and artifical drainage. 

Simon Dewit - questioned the original signing of the petition. 

Fred Mathewson - questioned the signing of the petition and felt it was 
unfair that petitions were presented on individual streets only as opposed 
to telling people that this eventually would end up one large drainage scheme. 

Gus Causyn, Burford Township - questioned improvements at Brant County 
Road No. 25 for the HoItDrain. Mr. Smart advised that he could petition 
for improvements to this area as a separate entity. 

Paul Masson - questioned the drainage petition, 

- questioned if existing private tiles were going to be hooked up to the 
proposed drainage scheme. 

- questioned if the pond proposal has worked in other areas. 

Mrs. D. Smith - advised that she was new in the area and also she informed 

Council that she did not receive a report. 

- She also questioned if the drain was going ahead and if the people in 
Princeton had a choice. 

Wes. Simpson - wanted to know what the drains would cost. 

Reg. Butcher - questioned the method of debenturing the drain and also 
questioned if the Township would replace sidewalks that were damaged during 
construction. Mayor Livingston advised that the Township plans on doing 
an intensive sidewalk program in Princeton after drains and roads are improved. 

Mr. Butcher also spoke in favour of improved drainage in the village. 

Bill Goodwin - requested an explanation of the assessment schedule headings 
in the Drain Report. 

David Kennedy - questioned the location of his property on the map and the 
lot description in the report.

Dan Dyment - questioned where the drain would be located with respect to 
his property and whether he would be able to hook up directly if requested. 

Yvonne Deschamps - questioned the location of the trees on Church Street 
as denoted on the drainage map. 

Dan Beaton - advised that the drain bisects his property and expressed 
concern that trees would be disturbed on his property. Mr. Beaton also 
questioned the method of determining allowances of crossing private lands.

Council met at 9:30 a.m. at the Township Office for their first regular 
meeting of the month. 

Mayor Ross Livingston presided. Councillor-at-Large Edward Down and 
Councillors Camiel DeSloovere, Margaret Klosh, Roy Sparrow and Betty Yeck 
were in attendance. Councillor Dick Dors joined the meeting at 9:50 a.m. 

CORRESPONDENCE : 



County of Oxford Land Division Committee advised that the application 
of Edythe Gilholm, Phyllis Eckhardt, Ellen Carter and Joyce Janscar was 
granted. The Committee also advised that the application of Joe Fekete 
was granted subject to appropriate rezoning. 

County of Oxford, Planning Department advised that the draft approval 
for a Plan of Subdivision in Plattsville on lands owned by Regional County 
Park Estates Ltd. will lapse effective October 5, 1984. The County requested 
a letter from the Township advising if they have any objection to extending 
the draft plan. Council enacted a resolution advising that they concur 
with the extension of the draft plan. 

Township of Burford advised that a rezoning by-law was enacted for Part 
of Lot 12, Concession 1 (Burford) on the M. Sheridan lands to limit the 
permitted uses to those of an agricultural nature only. 

A letter was received from Mr. & Mrs. Albert Raycraft, Mr. & Mrs. Joe 
Maycock and Mr. & Mrs. Donald Robinson advising that they desire the 
municipality to assume the right-of-way in front of their homes in Princeton 
as a public road provided the municipality agreed to several conditions.

Ministry of the Environment in accordance with the Ontario Water Resources 
Act granted approval of a water supply system to serve the Princeton 
Non-Prof it Housing Development project. 

Oxford County Board of Health requested the Drumbo Fire Department to 
discontinue the practise of filling wells in the Drumbo area with water 
from the Fire Hall well since the Health Unit determined that the water is 
not potable. 

Council noted several petitions received from various minor ball teams 
involved with the Drumbo Ball Association encouraging Council to secure a 
municipal park in Drumbo. 

Ministry of Transportation and Communications advised that they approved 
a supplementary subsidy allocation in the amount of $93,000.00. The allocation 
will support eligible road and bridge expenditures amounting to $124,000.00 
for the Oxford Waterloo Road boundary bridge #1 replacement. 

Grand River Conservation Authority granted permission to Kim-Glo Farm 
Ltd., R.R.#4 Bright, to do extensive erosion control along a bank of the 
Nith River. 

Warden Charlie Tatham requested Council to nominate persons eligible 
for consideration for the Oxford County Land Saver Award for conservation 
of land practices. Council nominated Robert Boterberg, R.R.#4, Bright 
for the award for his erosion project along a bank of the Nith River. 

County of Oxford commented on a school crossing sign for Wilmot Street 
in Drumbo. Council requested more information be obtained on the matter, 
before a decision could be concluded. 

K. Smart Associates Limited advised: 

- completion certificate for the Calder and Seegmiller Drains Improvement 
1983. 

- on site meeting for the Sippel Drain - Branch 2 improvement proposal 
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- on site meeting for the Elliott Drain improvement proposal 

- on site meeting for the Reidl Drain construction proposal 

- final inspection for the Milleville Drain Outlet project 

Tri-County Equipment Limited, Windham Centre questionned Council's 
decision in not accepting their tender, being the lowest of the three 
tenders for construction of the Open Portion of the Morning Glory Creek 
Drain 1984. 

David Stock, Q.C., Township Solicitor, advised that an owner for Lot 15, 
Registered Plan Number 65, on the north side of Gissing Street in Princeton 
could not be located at the Registry Office, without conducting an indepth 
study into the records. Council authorized that an appeal to the Court of 
Revision for theFiczere Drain be lodged since present records for Lot 15, 
did not indicate an owner, and costs assessed to the lot could not be collected. 

Council received nine letters from persons in Princeton requesting that 
their name be withdrawn from the South Princeton Drainage Works petition. 
Upon review of the nine letters it was determined that one person had not 
signed the original petition, one person no longer owned property in the 
village, and three ratepayers did not indicate their desire to remove their 
names at the consideration of the report. In conclusion, Council determined 
that 4 of the withdrawals were valid. In discussing proposed road improvements 
for the village, Council decided that they were not prepared to withdraw from 
the petition, therefore a provisional by-law was passed adopting the report. 

Ontario Farm Drainage Association requested municipal Councils to consider 
allocating tile drainage funds in accordance to maximum provincial criteria 
on a first come, first served basis. Council noted that they are presently 
following the recommended course of action. 

Oxford County Board of Health advised that under the new Health Protection 
and Promotion Act all persons intending to operate a food premise shall 
contact the local medical Officer of Health. The Health Unit requested the 
Township's co-operation in advising ratepayers of this legislation. 

Ministry of Revenue advised that a sales tax claim in the amount of 
$135.97 was approved for refund, for several articles that were purchased 
by the Township fire department.

Clerk, Keith Reibling read a letter received by the Township Office 
from Mrs. Palmer on September 4th, 1984, which outlined that she has 3 
horses and a colt. Mrs. Palmer desires to keep 4 horses. Mrs. Palmer 
indicated that the horses are for show and receive a controlled diet and she 
felt that the size of the lot was not important because of the controlled 
environment for her horses.

He indicated that he was not overly concerned with the present use of the 
lands, however he wanted assurance that the agriculture use could not 
be expanded or change, with regard to livestock types. Mr. Seamone indicated 
that he was considering purchasing the Delodder home. 

Gordon Aspden, Road Superintendent, advised that on numerous occasions 
manure has been stored on the Township Road Allowance.
